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Over  the  last  century  the  cafe- 
teria at  MSU  has  gotten  little  at- 
tention except  during  breakfast, 
lunch,  and  dinner  hours.  The  year 
of  1996  saw  many  changes  for  the 
cafeteria  building. 

In  1994,  Mrs.  George  Perry  made 
a  $1 .5  million  donation  to  the  Cam- 
paign for  Mississippi  State  in  the 
name  of  her  late  husband,  George 
Perry,  an  alumnus  of  MSU. 

During  the  Spring  of  1997  the 
newly  named,  Perry  Hall  Cafeteria, 
underwent  a  major  change  of  long 
needed  repairs  and  design  changes. 
While  undergoing  these  changes 
students  munched  at  a  makeshift 
cafeteria  in  the  Union  ballroom  and 
at  the  Union  foodcourt. 

When  Mississippi  A&M  College 
opened  in  1880  the  dormitory  was 
not  complete  and  students  boarded 
with  local  families.  When  the  dorm, 
later  named  Old  Main,  was  com- 
pleted a  mess  hall  (top  inset)  was 
soon  added  to  the  campus.  Many 
students  felt  that  the  name  "mess 
hall"  was  quite  appropriate  and  in 
1907  during  President  Hardy's 
reign  at  State  students  rebelled 
against  the  "half-cooked  cabbage, 
paste-like  rice,  and  decaying 
meat."  Soon  a  gothic  style  cafeteria 
(center)  replaced  the  mess  hall. 

By  the  1950's  the  present  cafete- 
ria (top  and  center  inset)  had  been 
built  and  was  quite  popular,  but 
perhaps  even  more  enjoyment  was 
had  at  the  "College  Grill."  The  Grill 
(bottom  photo)  is  located  where 
the  State  Fountain  and  Bakery  are 
today.  During  its  time  the  grill  was 
famous  for  its  50  cent  lunches,  15 
cent  milkshakes  and  sundaes,  and  5 
cent  coffee.

The  spring  of  1993  saw  the  be- 
ginning of  a  major  change  in  the 
study  habits  of  State  students.  The 
library  was  no  longer  a  quiet  haven 
for  diligent  students  -  the  sounds  of 
construction  rang  loud  and  clear. 

Four  years  and  several  million 
dollars  later  the  renovation  of 
Mitchell  Memorial  Library  (top  and 
bottom)  is  complete.  Once  again 
State  students  flock  to  the  library 
for  study. 

Before  the  renovation  the  library 
was  already  the  largest  in  the  state 
of  Mississippi  but  the  addition  more 
than  doubled  the  size  of  the  already 
immense  structure.  The  addition  al- 
so allowed  for  more  study  rooms, 
computers  labs,  and  a  deli;  ap- 
propriately called  "Food  for 
Thought." 

Some  believe  that  the  architec- 
tural design  of  the  new  library  addi- 
tion rivals  the  design  of  State's  first 
formal  library  in  Montgomery  Hall 
(center  photo).  Montgomery  Hall, 
now  a  national  historic  shrine,  has 
been  home  to  the  Landscape  Archi- 
tecture department  for  many  years. 
When  the  library  was  moved  from 
Montgomery  floors  were  added  in 
the  old  library  area  to  create  space 
for  more  classrooms  and  forever 
changing  the  look  of  Montgomery. 
After  its  move  from  Montgomery 
the  library  was  housed  on  the  top 
floor  of  the  Harned  Biology  Build- 
ing. While  housed  at  Harned  no 
more  than  140  students  were  able 
to  use  the  facilities  at  one  time  be- 
cause of  limited  space.  The  Library 
was  moved  to  Mitchell  Memorial  in 
the  1 950's  during  the  presidency  of 
Fred  Tom  Mitchell. 
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Final  Tribute  Paid  to  Bully 
November  22,  1939 

Bully,  beloved  English  Bulldog  mas- 
cot of  Mississippi  State  Athletic  teams 
was  buried  beneath  the  gridiron  turf  of 
Scott  Field  on  Tuesday's  cold  and 
cloudy  afternoon  as  more  than  2,500 
students  and  citizens  of  Starkville  and 
State  College  joined  in  singing  "Tention 
Maroon  and  White,"  State's  fighting 
song,  (top  and  photo  insert) 

Seldom,  if  ever  has  a  dog  ever  been 
given  such  an  elaborate  burial.  Killed 
when  run  over  by  a  bus  Sunday  after- 
noon (Nov.  19),  Bully  was  embalmed 
and  his  body  lay  in  state  in  a  campus 
building  (Lee  Hall)  until  noon  today. 
The  glass-top  casket  was  surrounded 
by  more  than  a  dozen  wreaths  of  beau- 
tiful flowers. 

The  entire  cadet  corps,  three  bat- 
talions strong,  the  Maroon  band  of  86 
pieces,  the  football  squad,  every  stu- 
dent, and  many  visitors  took  part  in  the 
half-mile  procession  and  paid  Bully  a 
final  tribute  as  he  was  buried  beneath 
the  State  player's  bench  on  Scott  Field. 

The  Colonel  Club,  student  service  or- 
ganization, bore  the  Maroon  and  White 
covered  casket  to  the  burial  place.  John 
Beard,  student  president,  placed  a 
wreath  on  the  grave  as  Sam  Wilhite 
read  the  late  Senator  Vest's  "An  Eulogy 
to  a  Dog."  The  big  crowd  gave  the  now 
famous  "Bully  Growl"  and  after  mem- 
bers of  the  football  team  had  dropped 
flowers  on  the  grave  the  procession 
headed  back  to  the  campus  chanting 
"Beat  Ole  Miss." 

From  The  First  One  Hundred  Years 
reprinted  from  the  Reflector 
November  22,  1939 

Today  MSU's  Bully  mascot  can  be 
seen  basking  in  the  sun  at  his  home  at 
the  Wise  Center  (middle  photo)  or  in  a 
different  capacity,  in  a  more  human 
form,  at  campus  events. 
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In  1909,  the  most  recognizable 
building  on  the  Mississippi  A&M 
campus  was  completed.  Named  af- 
ter the  first  president  of  Mississippi 
A&M,  Stephen  Dill  Lee,  Lee  Hall 
took  its  coveted  cornerstone  posi- 
tion on  what  is  today  known  as  the 
drill  field. 

In  1948,  Lee  Hall  was  nearly  des- 
troyed by  fire  but  local  firefighters 
were  able  to  save  the  historic  build- 
ing from  destruction.  The  Universi- 
ty opted  to  rebuild  the  third  and 
fourth  floors  of  the  building  to  re- 
tain the  original  design  of  the  struc- 
ture. 

Today  Lee  Hall  is  one  of  the  most 
diverse  buildings  on  campus.  It  is 
home  to  the  departments  of  English 
and  Foreign  Language,  as  well  as, 
the  offices  of  telecommunications 
and  College  and  School  Relations. 

For  several  decades  Lee  Hall  has 
faced  the  opposite  end  of  the  drill 
field  which  has  stood  conspicu- 
ously empty.  Today  plans  to  com- 
plete the  drill  field  are  in  the  works. 
Expected  to  be  complete  late  in 
1998  the  drill  field  will  be  squared 
off  by  a  mirror  image  of  historic  Lee 
Hall. 

The  new  building  will  be  five  sto- 
ries tall.  The  first  floor  will  house 
classrooms  for  general  university 
use.  The  upper  stories  will  be  filled 
with  classrooms,  labs,  and  offices  of 
the  chemical  engineering  depart- 
ment. 

David  Swalm  of  Houston,  Texas, 
a  graduate  of  MSU  and  former 
owner  of  Texas  Olefins  Co.,  made 
the  construction  possible  through  a 
$14  million  donation  to  the  Cam- 
paign for  Mississippi  State.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  $18.6  million  dollar 
structure  will  be  made  possible 
through  state  appropriations. 
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In  1937,  four  homes  at  the  south 
end  of  the  drill  field  were  opened 
for  use  as  faculty  housing.  Since 
that  time  the  use  of  the  homes  has 
changed  dramatically. 

At  one  time  the  homes  were 
used  as  sorority  houses.  Now  the 
sororities  have  moved  to  bigger 
homes  with  more  comfortable  liv- 
ing areas  (opposite  bottom  and 
center  right). 

Two  of  the  homes  now  serve  as 
the  Holmes  Cultural  Diversity  Cen- 
ter and  the  Departments  of  Philoso- 
phy and  Religion  (top).  It  is  in  this 
building  that  Dr.  Murphree,  of  the 
philosophy  department,  sits  back 
(opposite  center  left)  and  remem- 
bers the  time  when  he  lived  in  the 
building  and  his  daughter's  bed- 
room was  where  his  office  is  now. 

The  other  two  homes  now  serve 
as  the  Home  Economics  Center  for 
the  Study  of  Young  Children.  Every- 
day more  than  sixty  children  run 
and  play  in  the  yards  and  spend 
time  with  their  first  friends. 

In  the  summer  of  1997  these 
homes  will  again  be  put  to  another 
use  when  the  day-care  centers 
move  to  a  new  facility  in  the  Aiken 
Village  area. 
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March  of  1994  saw  the  birth  of  State's 
newest  radio  station  —  WMSV  91.1  Radio 
with  a  Vision.  Created  to  give  the  Golden 
Triangle  listeners  something  other  than  the 
mainstream.  WMSV  began  broadcasting  al- 
ternative music  24  hours  a  day,  7  days  a 
week,  and  365  days  a  year.  Since  then, 
they've  only  grown  in  knowledge  and  expe- 
rience, garnering  an  impressive  array  of  na- 
tional and  local  awards  in  the  process.  Their 
14,000  watt  broadcast  signal  makes  them 
one  of  the  most  powerful  college  stations  in 
the  nation  and  their  signal  carves  a  solid 
niche  in  central  Mississippi. 

Now  nearing  their  third  year,  the  young 
and  thriving  station  is  headed  by  General 
Manager  Steve  Ellis,  along  with  Assistant  Sta- 
tion Manager  Scott  Wilson,  while  the  music 
is  kept  on  the  cutting  edge  by  Music  Direc- 
tor Lucas  Jensen.  The  station  also  includes  a 
wide  range  of  specialty  shows,  including 
blues,  jazz,  local  and  regional  music,  punk, 
urban,  new  age,  and  ska.  Another  important 
feature  of  WMSV  programming  is  its  award- 
winning  news  broadcast,  fronted  by  News 
Director  Suehyla  El-Attar. 

WMSV  91.1  remains  an  ever-growing  and 
ever-changing  staple  in  the  lives  of  MSU 
students,  faculty,  and  the  community.  A  fi- 
nalist for  the  1996  Station  of  the  Year  award 
presented  by  the  National  Association  of 
College  Broadcasters,  WMSV  looks  forward 
to  continuing  to  serve  MSU,  Starkville,  and 
the  Golden  Triangle  for  years  to  come. 


WMSV  is  not  the  first  radio  station  in  State  history.

lason  Smith  starts  another  set  of  the  music  that  makes  the 
station  so  unique. 
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"Ladies  and  Gentlemen  -  The  Fa- 
mous Maroon  Band!"  Anyone  who 
has  been  to  a  Bulldog  football  game 
has  heard  those  words  as  the  band 
comes  marching  onto  the  field.  The 
sight  of  the  band  evokes  a  myriad 
of  emotions  in  those  who  are  look- 
ing on-  excitement  at  the  coming  of 
the  game,  memories  of  their  first 
Bulldog  football  game,  or  even  long 
past  memories  of  their  own  time 
marching  with  the  Maroon  Band. 

Since  the  beginning  of  Mississippi 
A&M  there  has  been  a  music  group 
on  campus  that  has  entertained 
both  students  and  citizens  of  Stark- 
ville.  The  first  performing  groups  on 
campus,  like  this  one  from  the  late 
1800's  (top  photo),  were  com- 
prized of  mainly  faculty  members. 
Today  the  band  is  three  hundred 
students  strong  and  filled  with  Bull- 
dog spirit. 
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For  many  students  at  State  it  is  hard 
to  conceive  that  the  campus  was  ever 
different  from  what  we  see  everyday  as 
we  walk,  ride,  and  shuttle  to  classes. 
Mississippi  State  has  changed  tremen- 
dously however.  We  are  all  used  to 
seeing  the  "Y"  across  the  street  from 
the  Union  (top)  but  did  you  know  that 
at  the  turn  of  the  century  the  "Y"  was 
located  across  campus  (top  inset  - 
1900)? 

McCain  Engineering  is  a  familiar  sight 
to  anyone  who  has  walked  the  Drill 
Field.  But  would  you  recognize  it  be- 
fore the  third  floor  was  added  (center  - 
1 920)?  Suttle  Hall  (bottom)  is  the  largest 
upperclassmen  dorm  on  campus.  It's 
construction  was  complete  in  1962 
(bottom  inset). 

One  of  the  oldest  buildings  on  cam- 
pus is  the  IED  building  (bottom  inset), 
also  known  as  "the  twin  towers."  At  the 
beginnings  of  the  1 900's  IED  was  home 
to  many  textile  classes  (opposite  bot- 
tom -  1902).  The  Lee  Guards  (opposite 
top)  were  a  familiar  sight  on  campus 
during  the  early  decades  of  the  college. 
The  guard  drilled  in  front  of  the  Aca- 
demic Building  on  what  is  now  our  drill 
field.  The  Academic  Building  was  also 
home  to  many  classrooms  like  this  one 
(opposite  center)  from  1890. 
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Through  the  passing  of  the  Mor- 
rill Act  of  1878  Mississippi  A&M 
College  was  created.  Two  years  lat- 
er under  the  leadership  of  Stephen 
Dill  Lee  the  college  opened  its 
doors  to  the  young  men  of  the 
South  (top  photo  -  1893).  On  that 
first  day  of  classes  the  A&M  campus 
consisted  of  just  three  buildings. 

During  the  next  half  century  the 
College  went  through  many 
changes  -  including  a  name  change. 
During  this  time  the  present  day 
drill  field  area  was  beginning  to  take 
shape  (center  photo  - 1 940' s).  After 
World  War  II  the  enrollment  of  Mis- 
sissippi College  would  skyrocket 
and  necessitate  the  construction  of 
many  new  buildings. 

Today  the  Drill  Field  has  made  a 
few  changes  (bottom  photo  - 
1996).  Trees  have  grown,  buildings 
have  been  changed  and  new  ones 
have  been  built  but  most  impor- 
tantly thousands  of  students  have 
followed  the  steps  of  those  first 
men  who  studied,  matured,  and 
lived  here  those  first  years  of  Missis- 
sippi State  University.

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The  1997  edition  of  Who's  Who  Among,  Students  in  American  Univer- 
sities and  Colleges  includes  the  names  of  101  students  from  Mississippi 
State  University  who  have  been  selected  as  national  outstanding  campus 
leaders. 

Campus  nominating  committees  and  editors  of  the  annual  directory 
have  included  the  names  of  these  students  based  on  their  academic 
achievement,  service  to  the  community,  leadership  in  extracurricular 
activities  and  potential  for  continued  success.  Here  at  Mississippi  State, 
the  selection  committee  is  made  up  of  four  faculty  and  staff,  three 
students,  and  a  chairman  who  is  solely  responsible  for  organizing  the 
committee.  This  year's  chairperson  was  Angel  Nosser.  Applicants  turned 
in  forms  which  were  then  copied  and  distributed  to  the  voting  members 
of  the  committee.  After  the  committe  returns  the  applications  to  the 
chairperson,  they  are  tallied  and  the  recipiants  are  chosen  —  based  on  a 
quota  relative  to  each  university's  size.  This  number  is  set  by  the  Who's 
Who  national  organization. 

These  students  join  an  elite  group  of  students  from  more  than  1,900 
institutions  of  higher  learning  in  all  fifty  states,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  several  foreign  nations.  Since  1934,  deserving  students  have  been 
recognized  in  the  annual  Who's  Who  directory.

After  killing  16  people  in  the  Caribbean  in 
mid-September  1996,  Hurricane  Hortense  lost 
some  of  his  strength,  but  swaggered  to  the 
northeastern  United  States. 

Hortense  swiped  at  the  Turks  and  Caicos, 
then  harmlessly  barreled  past  the  Bahamas.  Ear- 
lier it  landed  two  direct  strikes  on  Puerto  Rico 
and  the  Dominican  Republic,  killing  16  people, 
demolishing  hundreds  of  homes  and  destroying 
at  least  $128  million  in  crops. 

The  hurricane  brought  nearly  1 8  inches  of  rain 
to  Puerto  Rico,  creating  swollen,  raging  rivers 
and  deadly  mudslides.  Most  of  San  Juan,  the 
capital,  was  in  darkness.  Food  spoiled  in  refri- 
gerators, and  those  lucky  enough  to  have  water 
often  had  a  mud-colored  liquid  emerge  from  the 
tap.  Residents  endured  long  lines  in  up  to  90- 
degree  heat  for  such  essentials  as  ice  and  drink- 
ing water. 

In  the  midst  of  the  death  and  destruction 
brought  by  Hortense  was  the  heroic  rescue  of  a 
one-year-old  child,  Cassandra  Gomez.  Five  fam- 
ily members  had  been  trapped  for  hours  on  the 
second  story  of  their  home  near  Guayama,  Puer- 
to Rico.  During  their  rescue,  Miguel  Ariel  Rodri- 
guez (left)  and  Jose  Luis  de  Leon  risked  their  own 
lives  in  the  struggle  to  keep  the  baby  from  falling 
into  the  rushing  waters.  And  happily,  it  was  a 
successful  endeavor.

Wildfires  burned  out  of  control  in  Califor- 
nia during  October  1996,  spreading  fire 
across  thousands  of  acres.  Although  not  re- 
sponsible for  the  initial  start,  the  Santa  Ana 
winds  acted  like  gasoline  on  a  match,  threat- 
ening lives,  homes,  wildlife  and  wilderness. 

Every  time  the  Santa  Ana  winds  would 
calm  down  even  slightly,  an  army  of  fully 
water-loaded  helicopters  and  airplanes 
would  take  to  the  skies,  racing  to  put  an  end 
to  the  wildfires  before  the  winds  picked  up. 

According  to  the  National  Interagency  Fire 
Center,  1996  has  produced  the  nation's 
worst  wildfire  season  in  more  than  four  de- 
cades. They  have  claimed  more  than  six  mil- 
lion acres,  the  most  since  the  year  1952. 

Governor  Pete  Wilson  declared  a  state  of 
emergency  in  San  Diego,  Los  Angeles  and 
Orange  Counties.  President  Clinton  was 
asked  to  declare  the  counties  as  disaster 
areas. 


A  cheering  crowd  of  hundreds  and  a  handshake  from  President 
Clinton  greeted  astronaut  Shannon  Lucid  as  she  returned  home  on 
September  27,  1 996,  a  day  after  ending  her  six-month  journey  in  space. 

"All  I  can  say  is,  Houston  never  looked  so  good,"  Lucid  told  more 
than  500  Johnson  Space  Center  workers,  businessmen,  retirees,  chil- 
dren and  others  who  gathered  at  Ellington  Field.  Lucid,  wearing  a  NASA 
cap  and  blue  jumpsuit,  was  all  smiles. 

The  53-year-old  biochemist  left  Houston  in  March  for  a  4  1/2  month 
mission  to  the  Russian  space  station  Mir.  Her  ride  home  was  delayed 
seven  weeks  by  mechanical  and  weather  problems,  but  she  never 
complained  aloud. 

Space  Shuttle  Atlantis  finally  picked  her  up  and  landed  in  Florida  on 
September  26,  1996,  completing  her  188-day  voyage,  the  longest 
spaceflight  ever  by  a  woman  and  an  American. 

Doctors,  figuring  she  would  be  too  weak  to  stand,  met  her  with  a 
stretcher.  But  Lucid  walked  away  from  the  shuttle.  Still  not  used  to  the 
pull  of  Earth's  gravity,  she  wobbled  a  little  as  she  stepped  from  the 
NASA  plane. 

Pilot  Greg  Johnson  said,  "She's  a  real  trooper." 


In  a  world  of  celebrity  reporting, 
stories  don't  get  much  bigger  than 
this.  Alone,  the  wedding  of  a  pres- 
ident's son,  or  the  world's  most 
eligible  bachelor  would  grab  a 
headline.  But  when  one  person  is 
both  of  these  things,  when  the 
name  is  Kennedy,  it  is  huge. 

Yet  John  F.  Kennedy  Jr.  man- 
aged to  wed  Carolyn  Bessette  on 
Cumberland  Island  off  the  Coast 
of  Georgia,  outside  the  sights  of 
the  paparazzi  that  have  been 
trained  on  him  since  he  was  a 
toddler  at  the  White  House.  "This 
wedding  was  so  super  secret  that 
there  were  family" 


members  that  did  not  know  about 
it,"  said  Boston  Herald  gossip  col- 
umnist Laura  Raposa. 

"I  have  to  commend  them.  They 
did  it  quietly,  secretly  and  were  in 
and  out  before  anyone  knew  what 
happened,"  said  Frank  Poparo,  who 
has  photographed  the  Kennedys  for 
a  dozen  years  on  Cape  Cod. 

For  his  part,  Kennedy  issued  a 
statement,  explaining  the  secrecy. 
"It  was  important  for  us  to  be  able  to 
conduct  this  in  a  private,  prayerful 
and  meaningful  way  with  the  people 
we  love."

On  July  1  7,  1 996,  a  Boeing  747  jumbo  jet  took  off  from  JFK 
International  Airport  in  New  York,  never  to  reach  its  destination 
in  Paris.  TWA  Flight  800  exploded  and  crashed  into  the  ocean  in 
hundreds  of  pieces.  There  were  no  survivors  of  the  230  people 
aboard. 

Months  of  an  exhaustive  and  round-the-clock  investigation 
still  have  produced  no  definitive  cause  for  why  the  jet  burst  into 
a  fireball,  and  there  is  growing  concern  that  the  mystery  will 
never  be  solved. 

Authorities  listed  three  theories  for  the  cause  of  the  explosion 
—  a  bomb,  a  missile  and  a  mechanical  malfunction.  But  after 
millions  of  dollars  of  work  by  the  Navy,  the  National  Transporta- 
tion Safety  Board,  the  FBI  and  others,  none  of  these  have  proven 
to  be  the  cause. 

Several  makeshift  memorials  scattered  the  coast  of  Fire  Island 
(NY)  —  some  erected  by  family,  some  by  friends  and  some  by 
those  paying  tribute  to  victims  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  crash. 
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Marathon  negotiations  in  early  October  1996  between  Israeli  and 
Palestinian  leaders  failed  to  resolve  bitter  differences  that  exploded  in 
Mideast  violence  am\  jeopardized  the  fragile  peace  process.  But  the  two 
sides  agreed  to  press  ahead. 

Israeli  Prime  Minister  Benjamin  Netanyahu  said  the  summit  that  ended 
on  October  2  "cemented  the  principle  that  the  path  to  peace  is  through 
negotiations  and  not  through  violence."  He  added,  "The  children  of  Israel 
are  safer  tonight." 

"Please,  please  give  us  a  chance  to  make  this  thing  work  in  the  days 
ahead,"  Clinton  implored  Palestinians  and  Israelis.  Netanyahu  and  Pales- 
tinian leader  Yasser  Arafat  sat  stone-faced,  side  by  side  in  the  East  Room 
with  Jordan's  King  Hussein  at  the  wrap  up  of  the  talks.  By  prearrangement, 
they  declined  an  opportunity  to  talk  there. 

Leaving  the  White  House,  Netanyahu  vigorously  shook  Arafat's  hand, 
clasping  it  with  both  hands  for  several  seconds.  Clinton  beamed.  Arafat 
saluted  Clinton  before  stepping  into  his  car.  The  president  returned  the 
gesture. 


Though  she  is  still  not  a  public 
figure,  still  not  playing  a  formal  pol- 
itical role,  Chelsea  Clinton,  the 
poised,  precocious  16-year-old  is 
slowly  developing  a  public  life. 

Of  the  first  day  of  a  long  cam- 
paign, Chelsea  asked  if  she  could 
be  present.  Her  parents  said, 
"Fine.  It's  up  to  you  if  you  want  to 
do  it,"  explained  White  House 
spokesman  Mike  McCurry. 

So  there  she  was:  sharing  the 
stage  with  her  father,  the  presi- 
dent, and  mother.  As  the  huge 
crowd  shouted  "Four  more  years!" 
and  rose  to  applaud  the  presi- 
dent's closing  lines,  Chelsea  joined 
him  at  the  front  of  the  stage 


to  wave. 

She  even  borrowed  her  mother's  politi- 
cal touch,  picking  a  specific  person  in  the 
crowd,  pointing  and  giving  a  knowing  nod 
and  a  wave.  When  her  father  stepped  off 
the  stage  to  shake  hands,  Chelsea  pressed 
the  flesh  with  local  politicians. 

For  anybody  who  watched  Chelsea 
grow  up  in  Arkansas,  or  blossom  into  a 
young  lady  in  Washington,  even  these  tiny 
touches  of  public  life  would  be  surprising. 
But  the  high  school  junior  has  steadily 
become  more  comfortable  in  public  set- 
tings. 

"She's  very  much  a  poised  young  lady, 
but  not  that  much  interested  in  politics," 
McCurry  said.  "She's  very  much  interest- 
ed in  her  mom  and  dad." 


There  was  something  improbable  about  the  sight  of  Boris 
Yeltsin,  snowy  hair  waxed  into  his  rigid,  trademark  pompa- 
dour, indulging  in  a  bit  of  boogie  at  a  pop  concert.  He 
looked  like  a  dancing  bear.  But  thousands  of  young  people 
basking  in  free  music  and  festive  spirits  didn't  seem  to  care. 
They  roared  their  approval  as  the  65-year-old  candidate 
swiveled  and  grinned. 

"Vote!"  Yeltsin  roared  back,  soaking  up  energy  from  the 
crowd  in  Ufa.  "Vote  or  you'll  damn  well  lose  it  all!" 

Five  years  ago,  Yeltsin  pledged  to  end  the  despised  and 
dreaded  draft  and  the  war  in  Chechnya,  where  young 
conscripts  die  almost  daily.  He  promised  guaranteed  jobs 
for  young  people,  tax  breaks  for  young  families  and  govern- 
ment help  for  first-time  homebuyers  and  young  en- 
trepreneurs. 

He  portrayed  himself  as  a  guardian  of  the  personal  free- 
doms so  important  to  many  young  Russians.  Symbolic  of 
this  liberty  was  the  nationwide  series  of  free  pop  concerts 
sponsored  by  the  Yeltsin  campaign. 
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The  Smashing  Pumpkins  (from  left,  Billy  Cor- 
gan,  D'Arcy,  and  James  lha)  pose  backstage 
after  receiving  the  award  for  Best  Video  of  the 
Year  at  the  MTV  Video  Music  Awards  in  New 
York  on  September  4,  1996. 

The  8-year-old  band,  from  Chicago,  IL,  rose 
to  the  status  of  superstar  with  its  release  of 
"Mellon  Collie  and  the  Infinite  Sadness."  The 
double  album  has  exceeded  6  million  copies 
and  the  number  is  still  growing. 

In  spite  of  the  tragic  death  of  veteran  key- 
board player,  Jonathan  Melvoin  and  the  firing 
of  drummer,  Jimmy  Chamberlain,  The  Smash- 
ing Pumpkins  continue  to  climb. 


Alanis  Morissette  is  at 
the  top  of  her  profession 
these  days.  With  sales  of 
"Jagged  Little  Pill"  reach- 
ing 13  million,  the  22- 
year-old  Canadian  sing- 
er/songwriter's debut  in 
the  United  States  be- 
came the  best-selling  al- 
bum by  a  female  artist. 

After  Morissette  won 
four  Grammys  in  Febru- 
ary 1996,  including  one 
for  album  of  the  year, 


"Pill"  sold  at  least  200,000 
copies  a  week  for  seven  con- 
secutive weeks. 

According  to  the  Record- 
ing Industry  Association  of 
America,  Morissette  won  out 
over  several  other  female  ar- 
tists including  Carole  King, 
whose  1971  "Tapestry"  sold 
10  million  copies  and  Whit- 
ney Houston's  "Whitney 
Houston"  which  sold  at  least 
12  million  copies. 


Darius  Rucker  of  Hootie  and  the  Blowfish  rehearsed  onstage  at  New  York's 
Radio  City  Music  Hall  on  September  6,  1996,  for  the  MTV  Video  Music  Awards 
that  would  take  place  later  that  evening.  And  to  the  crowd's  pleasure,  they  gave 
an  outstanding  live  performance. 

When  Hootie  and  the  Blowfish  do  their  thing,  you  can't  help  but  be  im- 
pressed with  the  quality  of  their  songs.  "Be  the  One"  is  one  of  Rucker's 
favorites,  and  "Sad  Caper"  pairs  an  upbeat  melody  with  downbeat  lyrics, 
remembers  a  failed  relationship. 

"I  said  before  this  record  ("Fairweather  Johnson")  I  was  going  to  write  a  song 
about  a  relationship  that  worked  and  I  guess  I'm  never  in  one,  so  I  couldn't  do 
it,"  Rucker  said  with  a  chuckle. 

"I  guess  I  like  being  lonely,"  he  said.  "I've  discovered  being  alone  really  helps 
me  be  creative.  I  love  my  alone  time.  I  think  I  like  it  even  more  now  because  I 
don't  get  much  of  it." 

When  it's  pointed  out  that  winning  the  Best  New  Artist  Grammy  is  more  often 
than  not  the  kiss  of  death,  Rucker  said:  "It  wasn't  the  award  that  did  whatever 
happened  to  them.  They  did  it  to  themselves  or  had  it  done  to  them.  That 
Grammy  didn't  make  them  not  have  a  career  to  whatever  happened  to  them;  it's 
what  they  did  after  that.  You  can't  fault  winning  a  Grammy  for  anything." 
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Chicago  Bulls  basketball  star  Dennis  Rodman  taped  a  scene 
with  Kristen  Johnston  and  Joseph  Gordon-Levitt  (left)  on  the 
set  of  "3rd  Rock  from  the  Sun"  for  the  weekly  television  show 
which  appeared  in  September  1996.  Rodman  played  himself 
in  the  episode  but  was  recognized  as  an  alien  by  one  of  the 
show's  cast  members.  Not  surprising. 

Just  a  month  earlier,  this  35-year-old  —  aka  "The  Worm" 
appeared  in  New  York,  promising  that  he  would  simul- 
taneously sign  books  and  make  some  lucky  woman  Mrs. 
Worm.  There  was  no  bride,  but  Rodman  put  on  a  sideshow  so 
appalling,  yet  lucrative,  that  it  could  have  convinced  P.T. 
Barnum  to  dump  the  circus  and  buy  an  NBA  franchise. 

Dennis  Rodman,  author  of  the  best-selling  autobiography 
"Bad  As  I  Wanna  Be,"  signed  copes  of  his  book  beneath  a 
mural  with  the  20th  century's  great  writers:  Hemingway,  Or- 
well, Nabakov,  Joyce.  His  pen  was  clasped  in  a  hand  delicately 
sheathed  in  silk,  arm-length  gloves. 

As  he  does  on  the  court,  Rodman  was  creating  chaos. 


The  sudden  success  of  the  20-year-old 
Tiger  Woods  in  his  first  two  months  as  a 
professional  has  focused  attention  on 
golf  in  a  way  unseen  since  the  days  of 
Arnold  Palmer.  The  difference  this  time  is 
that  Woods,  barely  removed  from  being 
a  teenager  himself,  appears  to  be  draw- 
ing teens  and  pre-teens  to  the  game  in 
astonishing  numbers. 

"He's  just  so  cool,"  said  12-year-old 
Derek  Dickson,  attending  the  tourna- 
ment with  his  school's  30-member  gold 
club.  "It's  really  neat  that  someone  his 
age  can  beat  everybody."  And  that's  ex- 
actly what  Woods  has  done. 

Since  turning  professional  on  August 
27,  1996,  after  winning  an  unprecedent- 
ed third  consecutive  U.S.  Amateur 
Championship,  Woods  has  played  in 


seven  PGA  Tour  events,  winning  two,  fin- 
ishing third  twice,  fifth  once  and  1 1th  once. 

The  only  event  in  which  he  did  not  have  a 
chance  to  win  was  his  very  first  tournament, 
when  exhaustion  from  all  the  attention  con- 
tributed to  a  60th-place  finish. 

He  won  $734,794  in  just  seven  events  - 
ranked  23rd  on  the  PGA  Tour  money  list 
against  players  who  have  played  as  many  as 
29  tournaments. 

Woods,  whose  father  is  black  and  whose 
mother  was  born  in  Thailand,  is  well  aware 
of  his  role  as  a  pioneer  in  a  game  that  is 
overwhelmingly  white  on  a  professional  lev- 
el. 

"If  I  keep  progressing  in  golf,  I  could  help 
bring  more  minorities  into  the  game  and 
make  it  more  diverse,"  Woods  said  after 
practice. 


The  World  Series  trophy  is  back  in  the  Bronx,  belonging  to  a  New 
York  Yankees  team  that  never  gave  up.  Together,  they  pulled  off 
the  ultimate  comeback. 

Given  no  chance  after  two  humbling  losses  at  home,  the  Yankees 
won  the  first  World  Series  title  since  1978  with  a  3-2  victory  over 
the  defending  champion  Atlanta  Braves  in  Game  6  on  Saturday, 
October  26,  1996.  This  marked  the  Yankees'  23rd  title,  most  in 
history  and  surely  one  of  their  most  remarkable. 

The  Yankees  beat  Greg  Maddux  in  becoming  the  first  team  to 
win  a  game  at  home  in  this  Series  after  losing  the  first  two  games  at 
home,  joining  the  1986  Mets  and  1985  Kansas  City  Royals. 

For  56-year-old  Joe  Torre,  it  brought  redemption  in  his  first  year 
as  Yankees  manager.  He  played  and  managed  in  4,272  games 
without  reaching  the  Series  -  -  the  longest  streak  in  major  league 
history  —  and  once  was  fired  as  Atlanta's  manager. 

"I  never  had  any  doubts  about  this  club,"  Torre  said.  "When  you 
get  as  old  as  I  am,  you  learn  to  appreciate  it.  It  might  come  only 
once." 
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Kerri  Strug  came  to  the  Olympics  with  two  goals,  to  make  the  all-around 
women's  gymnastics  finals  and  have  a  good  time.  While  accomplishing 
these,  she  became  the  darling  of  Atlanta. 

Strug's  vault  that  sealed  America's  first  Olympic  team  gold  medal  and 
made  her  the  country's  newest  sweetheart  also  left  her  with  two  torn 
ligaments  and  a  sprained  left  ankle. 

Missing  the  all-around  was  especially  disappointing  for  Strug  because  not 
making  the  event  in  Barcelona  is  what  motivated  her  over  the  four  years 
leading  up  to  Atlanta. 

Sure,  she  wanted  to  win  the  team  medal  as  much  as  anyone.  And  she  was 
proud  of  her  role  as  the  anchorwoman  in  floor  exercise  and  vault.  But 
making  the  all-around  was  what  kept  her  going  as  she  shuffled  between 
gyms  around  the  country. 

"Winning  the  team  gold  medal  has  been  a  dream  come  true,  but  it's  also  a 
little  bit  hard  knowing  that  I  finally  did  accomplish  what  I  wanted  so  badly  in 
'92  and  it  may  be  taken  away."  She  said  before  the  injury  forced  her  to  pull 
out  of  the  final. 

The  sadness  of  missing  again  is  sure  to  be  pacified  by  TV  appearances, 
magazine  covers,  or  however  heroes  are  promoted. 

The  royal  treatment  started  when  Bela  Karolyi,  Strug's  coach,  carried  his 
latest  star  back  into  the  arena  for  the  medal  presentation.  She  then  wrapped 
her  arms  around  the  shoulders  of  Miller  and  Moceanu  for  a  boost  up  the 
platform. 


Micheal  Johnson  knows 
how  to  close  out  a  deal  quick- 
ly and  efficiently.  When  he 
thought  that  his  1996  Olym- 
pic rivals  in  the  men's  200  me- 
ter might  threaten  his  19.66, 
he  upped  the  ante.  He  broke 
it  himself,  coming  in  with  a 
19.32  time. 

When  Johnson  won  the 
400  a  few  days  earlier,  he 
didn't  have  to  do  anything 
special  to  leave  the  field  gasp- 
ing for  air  somewhere  near 
the  parking  lot.  An  Olympic 
record  of  43.49  was  good 
enough. 


Johnson  runs  the  way  no  one 
dares  to  imagine  --  legs  churning 
low  to  the  ground,  back  straight  in 
perfect  posture  —  truly  something 
to  behold. 

Like  Bob  Beamon  leaping  be- 
yond the  bounds  of  reason.  Like 
Roger  Bannister  doing  what  nobo- 
dy believed  possible.  Like  Bob  Hay- 
es busting  the  10-second  barrier. 
Johnson  didn't  merely  complete  an 
unprecedented  golden  double  in 
the  200  and  400,  he  made  a  joke  of 
his  own  world  record. 

The  200  record  had  never  been 
broken  by  such  a  large  margin. 
Even  Johnson  couldn't  believe  it. 


On  July  27,  1996,  a  pipe  bomb  exploded  at  1:20  AM,  killing 
Alice  Hawthorne  of  Albany,  GA,  and  injuring  1 1 1  others.  A 
Turkish  cameraman  rushing  to  the  scene  died  of  a  heart  attack. 
Richard  Jewell,  a  security  guard  working  in  the  park,  alerted  police 
to  a  suspicious  knapsack  and  helped  evacuate  people  just  mo- 
ments before  it  exploded. 

Jewell  was  hailed  as  a  hero,  and  numerous  interviews  were 
requested.  But  just  a  day  or  two  later,  a  local  newspaper  identified 
Jewell  as  the  prime  suspect. 

Investigators  looked  at  Jewell  after  the  Olympic  Park  bombing 
as  someone  who  had  a  history  of  overzealousness  and  a  desire  to 
be  a  hero.  Plus,  he  was  near  where  the  bomb  exploded. 

With  such  elements  fitting  the  profile  of  a  lone  bomber,  but 
with  no  evidence,  they  went  after  him  —  and  struck  out  spectacu- 
larly. 

After  three  months  of  an  investigation  that  involved  1 1  federal, 
state  and  local  agencies  and  more  than  200  people,  Jewell  was 
publicly  cleared  as  a  target  of  the  bomb  investigation.

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When  students,  faculty,  and  staff  came  back  this  fall, 
they  noticed  something  different-  a  new  shuttle  system. 

The  campus  transit  system,  or  shuttle  system,  is  de- 
signed to  help  relieve  some  of  the  traffic  problems  as  well 
as  parking  problems  on  and  around  campus.  The  system 
features  two  routes:  the  maroon  route  and  the  gray  route. 
The  maroon  route  has  seven  stops  and  the  gray  route  has 
five  stops.  New  stops  are  planned  for  Research  and 
Technology  Park  as  well  as  the  Vet  School. 

The  shuttle  system  also  transports  students  to  Kroger 
on  Saturdays.  Day  students  who  ride  the  shuttle  can  pay 
for  a  decal  to  park  at  the  Hump  and  from  there  they  ride 
into  campus. 

The  idea  of  the  campus  transit  shuttle  system  began 
nearly  three  years  ago  and  was  voted  upon  last  year 
under  SA  president  Bryan  Nesbit.

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The  "Choose  or  Lose"  campaign,  which 
MTV  began  in  the  1 992  election,  and  the  bus 
reflect  the  network's  commitment  to  bring 
the  'under  25s'  out  to  vote  in  the  1996 
Presidential  election. 

When  the  bus  arrived  at  various  university 
campuses,  voter  materials  were  made  availa- 
ble as  well  as  MTV's  Voter's  Guide,  which 
explained  the  two  major  parties'  views  on 
issues  of  concern  to  young  people. 

Students  who  paid  a  visit  to  the  bus  were 
asked  to  sign  a  pledge  card  saying  that  they 
would  vote  in  the  November  election.  The 
"Choose  or  Lose"bus  staff  kept  the  cards 
until  late  October,  then  mailed  them  back  to 
the  signees  to  remind  them  to  go  to  the  polls. 

In  addition  to  serving  as  a  voter  registration 
and  education  center,  the  bus  was  also  a 
rolling  television  studio.  Earlier  this  year, 
MTV's  Tabitha  Soren  interviewed  GOP  pres- 
idential nominee  Senator  Bob  Dole  on  the 
bus.  Other  politicians  and  some  rock  bands 
took  rides  to  talk  about  politics  as  well.

Several  organizations  around  campus  got  invol- 
ved in  the  election  in  their  own  way  by  holding 
debates  and  voter  registration  drives. 

By  the  end  of  the  day,  Tuesday  November  5,  it 
was  evident  that  Bill  Clinton  had  won  his  second 
term.  Clinton  won  the  election  by  receiving  49 
percent  of  the  popular  vote  while  his  opponents 
Bob  Dole  and  Ross  Perot,  received  only  41  per- 
cent and  8  percent,  respectively. 

On  January  20,  1997  Bill  Clinton  took  his  sec- 
ond oath  of  office,  and  officially  began  his  second 
term  as  President,  while  Hillary  and  Chelsea 
watched. 
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Offering  himself  as  a  "bridge  to  tranquility,"  Bob 
Dole  accepted  the  GOP  presidential  nomination  on 
August  1  5,  1 996,  vowing  to  restore  heartland  values  of 
faith  and  trust  to  a  White  House  he  called  captive  to 
elitists  "who  never  sacrificed  or  suffered." 

In  a  dramatic  convention  finale,  Dole  accepted  his 
party's  presidential  nomination  before  1,990  Republi- 
can delegates. 

Dole's  address  was  the  signature  moment  of  a  Re- 
publican National  Convention  that  opened  with  a 
pointed  'right  to  choose'  platform  fight  but  closed  in  an 
atmosphere  of  nervous  unity.  His  vanquished  primary 
foes  were  seated  together  in  a  VIP  section  at  the  edge 
of  the  convention  floor. 

Warming  up  the  crowd  for  Dole  was  Republican 
vice  presidential  nominee  Jack  Kemp,  whose  enthusi- 
astic embrace  of  the  Dole  tax  plan  was  matched  only 
by  an  emphatic  pledge  to  expand  the  Republican  Party 
by  reaching  out  to  blue-collar  and  minority  voters. 

"We  may  not  get  every  vote,  but  we  will  speak  to 
every  heart,"  said  Kemp.  Indeed,  Dole  echoed  Kemp's 
call  for  racial  harmony  and  tolerance  with  a  blunt 
rejoinder  to  anyone  who  did  not  believe  the  Repub- 
lican Party  should  be  open  to  all:  "Tonight  this  hall 
belongs  to  the  party  of  Lincoln  and  the  exits,  which  are 
clearly  marked,  are  for  you  to  walk  out  of  as  I  stand 
here  and  hold  this  ground  —  without  compromise."

President  Clinton  made  a  determined  case  for  a  second 
term  August  29,  1996,  in  a  climatic  convention  address  that 
took  credit  for  blocking  Republican  budget  cuts  and  prom- 
ised an  array  of  new  help  for  poor  and  middle-class  families. 

"Hope  is  back  in  America,"  Clinton  declared. 

Clinton  accepted  his  party's  presidential  nomination  for 
the  second  time,  and  in  prepared  remarks  he  said  the 
economy  had  roamed  back  to  life  under  his  watch,  creating 
10  million  new  jobs  even  as  the  federal  government  payroll 
shrunk.  In  a  second  term,  he  pledged  to  balance  the  federal 
budget. 

Clinton's  speech  was  the  finale  of  a  Democratic  conven- 
tion remarkable  for  its  show  of  unity.  The  Democrats  were 
heading  home  in  an  unfamiliar  position:  Heavily  favored  to 
win.  Not  since  Franklin  Roosevelt  in  1944  has  a  Democratic 
incumbent  been  re-elected,  and  Clinton's  1992  victory  was 
only  the  second  for  a  Democrat  in  the  seven  presidential 
elections  of  the  past  30  years. 

"As  long  as  I  am  president,  I  will  never  allow  cuts  that 
devastate  education  for  our  children,  pollute  our  environ- 
ment, end  the  guarantee  of  health  care  under  Medicaid  or 
violate  our  duty  to  our  parents  under  Medicare/'Clinton 
said.  "Never." 

As  Gore  did  in  his  convention  speech  the  night  before, 
Clinton  urged  voters  to  think  ahead  to  the  year  2000  as  they 
made  their  choice  this  November.  He  said  his  four-day  train 
trip  to  the  convention  had  convinced  him  that  "Hope  is 
back  in  America.  America  is  on  the  right  track  for  the  21st 
century."  —  AP

The  University  Honors  Program  exists  primarily  to  offer  outstanding  academic  experiences  to 
qualified  students.  Honors  courses  substitute  for  regular  courses  and  are  applicable  to  every 
degree  program  at  Mississippi  State  University.  Honors  students  also  benefit  from  priority 
scheduling  in  pre-registration.  The  Honors  sections  differ  from  regular  sections  because  the 
smaller  classes-usually  from  five  to  fifteen  students-focus  on  individualized  instruction  that 
emphasizes  each  student's  training  and  experience.  The  most  outstanding  members  of  the 
faculty  teach  Honors  courses;  therefore,  University  Honors  Program  sections  are  challenging 
and  appealing  because  they  allow  consistent  exchange  among  students  and  faculty. 

The  Honors  Program  also  has  assumed  an  important  role  in  the  cultural  and  social  lives  of 
hundreds  of  students  and  faculty  members.  The  Honors  Forum  and  numerous  presentations 
expose  Honors  participants  to  diplomats,  musicians,  international  visitors,  artists,  computer 
specialists,  writers,  scientists,  and  a  variety  of  scholars  and  professionals,  all  of  whom  are 
outstanding  and  some  of  whom  have  earned  distinctions  such  as  the  National  Book  Award  and 
Nobel  and  Pulitzer  prizes.  Honors  students  travel  with  expenses  paid  to  cities  such  as  New 
Orleans,  Miami,  Salt  Lake  City,  and  Charleston  to  attend  national  and  regional  meetings  of  their 
national  organization.  They  also  form  intramural  teams  and  plan  social  activities  such  as  the 
annual  Honors  Theme  Banquet,  film  showings,  and  picnics.  At  the  end  of  each  academic  year, 
outstanding  students  are  recognized  at  an  annual  awards  ceremony  attended  by  all  Honors 
students  and  faculty. 

The  University  Honors  Program  has  a  national  reputation  because  of  the  participation  ol 
students  in  its  governance.  The  students  elect  class  representatives  to  an  Honors  Council  thai 
advises  the  Director  and  plans  activities  for  the  program.  The  council  supervises  the  Honors 
House,  where  all  Honors  students  have  access  to  IBM  computers  in  the  Burke  Computei 
Laboratory,  a  terminal  of  the  University  system,  electric  typewriters,  a  copy  machine,  a  smal 
library/seminar  room,  and  a  lounge.

I  stayed  with  the 
George  Johnsons  who  lived  up- 
stairs in  a  house  on  President's 
Circle,  just  east  of  the  Presi- 
dent's home.  I  got  my  engage- 
ment ring  in  '43  and  we  were 
married  in  May  1944,  after  his 
first  year  of  medicine.  Ole  Miss 
then  had  two  years  of  medicine 
on  campus  at  Oxford.  He  then 
transferred  to  LSU  Medical 
School  in  New  Orleans  gradu- 
ating in  1947.  After  completing 
an  internship  at  Baptist  Hospital 
in  New  Orleans,  he  came  to 
MSU  as  Director  of  Student 
Health.  The  old  "infirmary"  was 
located  at  J.  Z.  George  Hall  (top 
photo),  the  second  oldest  build- 
ing on  campus.  He  brought  with 
him  a  wife  (me)  and  two  very 
small  daughters.  He  retired  as 
Director  of  Student  Health  in 
1988.  At  that  time  the  new  Stu- 
dent Health  Center,  which  had 
been  built  in  1965,  was  named 
for  him:  The  John  C.  Longest 
Student  Health  Center  (opposite 
center  and  bottom  photos).  In 
the  audience  at  that  ceremony 
he  had  a  wife,  five  daughters, 
four  sons-in-law  and  ten  grand- 
children. Six  were  State  grads;

One  Christmas  about  1955

We  were 
sitting  in  tne  Joveseat  made  of 
North  Carolina  Dogwood  when 
he  made  that  memorable  mo- 
mentous proposal.  It  is  impor- 
tant to  mention  that  the  love 
seat  was  not  stolen,  because 
once  explained  to  the  then  di- 
rector of  the  YMCA,  Henry 
Ware,  he  graciously  gave  per- 
mission for  its  "stealing"  since  it 
was  not  an  object  on  inventory. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  es- 
tablish the  scene  as  it  was  then 
in  those  years.  The  YMCA  was 
the  center  of  the  campus  and  all 
pep  rallies  were  held  on  the 
front  steps  with  cheerleaders 
shouting  and  flipping  on  the 
broad  banisters  leading  up  the 
front  steps  to  the  main  floor.  Old 
Main  Dormitory  was  directly 
across  the  street  (then  Highway 
25).  This  second  story  veranda 
was  a  privileged  observation 
point  for  few  then  and  for  many 
years  now  is  unaccessible  to  the 
public  to  give  a  really  significant 
view  of  the  Campus  circa  1925- 
1965.
